He was ſo generally lo- 
ned of the Cittizens, that the richeſt $Þerchant oz graueſt 
Burghmaſter would not refuſe to graunt him his daughter in 
mariage, hoping moze of his inſuing foztunes, then of his pꝛe⸗ 
ſent ſubſtance. At laſt, caſting his eye on a Gentlemans daugh- 
ter that dwelt not far from Cacrbranck, he fell in lone, and pꝛo⸗ 
ſetuted his ſute with ſuch affable tourteſte, as the maide conſl- 
dering the vertue and wit of the man, was content to ſet vp her 
reſt with him, ſo that her fathers conſent might bee at the knit- 
ting vp of the match. Franciſco thinking himſelfe cockſure, as 
a man that hoped his credite in the Cittie might carry away 
moze then a country gentlemans daughter, finding her father 
on a day at fit oppoztnnity, he made the motion about the grant 
of his daughters mariage.

Soone pꝛicks 
the tree that will pzouc a thozne,anda girle that loues to ſone 
wil repent to late. Mhat a huſband 2 why the maids in Rome 
burſt not loke at Venus Temple till they were thirtie , no: 
went they vnmaſ ked till they were married, that neither their 
beauttes might allure other, no2 they glance their epes on eue⸗ 
rie wanton, J tell the fond girle, when Nilus overfleweth be- 
foze his time, Egyptisplagned with a dearth : the trees that 
bloſſo:ae in Febzuary, are nipped with the froſts in Pay, vn- 
timely fruits had neuer god foꝛtune, and young Gentlewomen 
that are woedand won cre they be wiſe, ſozrow and repent be- 
foze they bee olde.

little wozth if they be not wealthy. And Jp2ay thee, what ſub⸗ 
ſtance hath Franceſco toendue the with: Yaſt thou not heard 
that want bzeakes amity,that loue beginneth in gold, and en⸗ 
deth in beggery : that ſuch as marry but to a faire face, tie the- 
ſelues off to a foule bargaine 2 And what wilt thou doe with a 
huſband that is not able to maintaine thee? Buy fozſath a dzam 
of pleaſare with a pound of ſoꝛrom, and a pint of content with a 
whole tunne of pꝛeiudiciall diſpleaſures ? But why do J caſt 
ffones into the apze, oʒ bzeath my woꝛds into the wind: when 
to perſwade a woman from her will is to roule Siſiphus ſfone ; 
oz to tie aheadſtrong girle from loue, is fo tie the Furies again 
in fetters. Therfoꝛe huſwife, to pꝛeuent all miſfoztunes, 3 wil 
be your Japloꝛ. And with that he carried her in and ſhut her vp 
in his owne chamber, not giuing her leaue to depart but when 
bis key gane her licenſe: pet at laſt ſh& ſo cunningly diſlem⸗ 
bled, that che gat thus farre liberty, not to be cloſe pziſoner,but 
to walk abont the houſe : yet enery night he ſhut vp her clothes, 
— — nightly feare of her eſcape might hinder his broken 
ers. 

Where leaning her, let vs returne to Franceſco, who to his 
ſoꝛrow heard of all theſe hard foztu1cs : and being penſiue was 
full of many paſſions, but almoſt in deſpayze, as a man that 
durſt not come nigh her fathers doze,noz ſend any letters wher 


- bytocomfozt his Piſtrefe,oz to lay any plot cf her liberty: foz 


no ſoner any ſtranger came thether, but he ſuſpitious they cam 
from Franceſco, firſt ſent vp his daughter into her Chamber, 


ten as watchfull as Argus with all his eyes, her p2ycd into t⸗ 


ner particular geſture and be hauiour of the partie: andifany 
humoz.toke him in the head, he would not onely be ve⸗ 
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rie inquiſitiae with cutting queſtions, but would ſtraine courte- 
ies and ſcarch them very narrowly, whether thcy had any lets 
ters 02 no to his daughter Label, 

This narrow inquiſition made the poze gentleman almoſt 
frantick,that hee turned auer ¶ Anacreon, Oui de e Arte amandi 
and al bokes that might teach him any ſleights of laue: but fo; 
all their pzinciples, his owne wit ferued hun foz the beſt ſhift, 
and that was happily begun and foztunately ended thus. It 
chanced that as he walked thus in his muſes,fetching the com- 
paſſe of his conceit beyond the Pane, he met with a poze wo- 
man, that from doc to deze ſought her living by charitie. The 
woman as her cuſtome was, began her cxordium with J pzay 
god Paiſter, and ſo fo2th, hoping to find the Gentleman as li. 
beral, as he was full of gracious favours : neither did ſhe miſſe 
of her imagination,foz he that thought her likelp to be dzawng 
on fo the executing of his purpoſe,conceited thus, that gold was 
as good as gle we to knit her to any pzactiſe whatſocucr , and 
therefoze out with his purſe, and clapt her in the hande with a 
French-crowne . This vnaccuſtomed reward made her mozs 
francke of curteſics,that euery rag reach the Gentleman a re⸗ 
uerente with pꝛomiſe of many pzayers foz his health. Me that 
harped on another ſtring toke the waman by the hand, and fit- 
ting down vpon the greene grafle, diſcour vnto her from point 
to point the beginning and ſequel of his leucs, and howe by no 
meanes (except by her) he could conuaꝝ any letter. The beg⸗ 
ger defirous to do the Gentleman any pleaſure, ſapd che was 
ready to take any paines that might redound to his content. 
TWhercupon he replied thus: Then Mother thou ſhalt goe to 
vonder Abby which is her fathers houſe, and when thou com- 
eſt thither vſe thy wonted eloquence to intreate foz thine alms: 
it the maſter of the houſe be pzeſent,ſhew thy paſpozt,and ſame 
very paſſionate : but if hee be abſent o2 out ofthe wap, then, oh 
then mother loke about if thou (&ft Diana maſking in y ſhape 
of a virgine, if thou ſpieſt Venus,nay one moꝛe beautifull then 
loues goddeſſe, t I tell thee ſhe is my loue, faire Iſabel, whom 
thou ſhalt diſcerne from her other ſiſter thus:her viſage is faire, 
containing as great reſemblance of .vertue as lincaments of 
beautie,and pet à tell thee ſhee is ful of faugur, whether * | 
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ſpects the outward poztrature oz inward perfection:her exe like 
the Diamond, and fo pointed that it pearceth tothe quicke, vet 
ſo chaſt in the motion as therein is ſæne as in a myzrour, cours 
tele tempzed witha vertaous diſdaine: her countenance is the

I have heard them ſay (faire /e) that as the Diamonds 
are tried by cutting of glaſſe,the Topace by byding the fozce of 
the anuile,the Sethin Amd bythe hardneſſe, ſo Womens. ex- 
cellence is diſtouered in their confkancie, Then if the period of 
all their vertues conſiſt in this, that they take in loue by mo-

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pedetentim, and whenthey come to their ref, will hardly be re, 
moued.J hope thou wilt confirme in thy loves the very pattern 
of temu no mation in thy thoughts, but fan, 
cie,and ti but to thy Franceſco. In that J am ſtoppey 
from thy J am dep2iued of the chafelt D2gan of my life, 
hauing no ſence in my life perfect, in that J want the viewe of 
thy perfection, ready with ſozrow to perriſh in deſpaire, if reſol- 
ued of thy tonſtancie, J did not triumph in hope. Therfoze now 
reſts it in thee to ſalue all theſe ſoꝛes, and pzouide medicines ia 
theſe dangerous maladies, that our paſſions appeaſed, we may 
end our harmony inthe faithfull vnion of two barts. Zhou (ef 
loue hath his ſhifts, and Venus quiddities are moſt ſubtile @6 
phiſtry, that he which is touched with beauty,is euer in league 
with oppoztunity : thele pzinciples are pzoved by the mefſens 
ger, whoſe ſtate diſcouers my reſtleſſe thoughts, impatient of a⸗ 
ny longer repulſe. A haue therefoze ſought to ouer match thy la⸗ 
ther in pollicie, as he ouerſtraines vs in iealouſie, and ſeing ha 
ſekes it, to let him finda knot in a ruſh: as therfoze J haue ſent 
ther the ſumme of my paſſions in the fozme of a paſpozt, ſore- 
turne me a reply wꝛapt in the ſame paper, that as wee are fo3- 
ced to couer our deceits in one ſhift, ſo hereafter we may vnits 
aur loues in one Mimpathy: Appopnt what J ſhall do tocom- 
paſſe a pziuate conference.

and //2be/topntly together taking themſelucs toa little Cots 
tage, began to be as Cireronicall as they were amozeus : with 
their hands thzift coneting to (atiſfie their barts thirſt, and ta 
be as diligent in labours,as they were affedionate in lones : ſo 
that the pariſh wherin they liued, ſo affected them fo2 the courſe 
of their life, that they were counted the very mirrvzs of a De- 
mocraficall methode: foz he being a Scheller, and nurſt vp in 
the Uniuerſities, reſolued rather to line by his witte, then any 
way to be pinched with want, thinking this old ſentence to ba 
true, That wiſhers and woulders were neuer good houſholders, 
thercfoze hee applied himſclfe to teaching of a Ochole , where 
by his induſtry he had net onely great fanour,but gat wealth to 
withſtand foztune,///abe/, that ſhee might ſeeme no leſle p2ofita- 
ble then her huſband careful,fel to hernedle,# with her wozke 
ſought to pꝛeuent the iniurie of neceſſitie. Thus thep laboured 
to maintaine their loues, being as bufle as bees, and as true as 
Turtles, as deſirous to ſatiſſie the woalde with their deſert, as 
to fede the humours of their owne deſires, Living thus in a 
league of vnitcd vertues, out of this mutuall concozde cf conũr⸗ 
med perfection, they had a Son aunſwerable to their owne pꝛo⸗ 
poztion, which did increaſe their amitie, ſo as the ſight of they; 
pourginfant was a double ratifping of their affection, Foztune 
and los thus ioyn ing in league toniake theſe parties to fo2get 
the ſtoʒms that had nipped the bloſſoms of their fozmer yeeres, 
addictedto-the content of their loues this concluſion of blifſe, Afs 
ter the tear me of five perres, Segnior Fregolohearing by ſundzy 
repo2ts the fame ot᷑ their ſoꝛwardnes, howe-Francelco coveted 
to be molt lquing'to his daughter, and ſhe moſt autifull to — 
2 51 i an 
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nd both ſcrine to exccede one another in lopaltie, glad at thys 
mutuall agreement, hee fell from the furie of his foziner mclans 
cholie paſſions, and ſatiſficd himſelfe with a contented patience, 
that at laſt he directed letters to his Donne in Lawe , that he 
oulde make repaire to his houſe with his daughter. Which 
newes was no ſooner come to the eares of this married couple, 
but pꝛouiding foz all things neceſſarie foz the furniture of their 
bopage;they poſted as faſt as they could tawards Cacrbrancl:c, 
where ſpedilie arriuing at their Fathers houſe, they found ſuch 
friendly entertainement at the olde mans hand, that they coun⸗ 
tedthys (mile of Foztune able to caunteruaile all the cantrarit 
ſozmes, that the aduerſe Planets had inflicted vppon them, 
Heated thus, as they thought, ſo ſurely,as no ſiniſter chaunce,

It ſo chancedthat Franceſco had neccTarie huſineſſe fo dif 
patch at the chiefe Cittie ofthat Jland called T roynouant, the» 
ther with the leaue of his Father, and farewell to his wifc,hee 
departed after they were married ſeauen peeres: where aftcr 
de was arrived, knowing that hee Choald make his abode there 
los the ſpace of ſome nine werks, he ſold his hoꝛle and hired him 
a chamber, earneſtly endeuouring to make ſpœdie diſpatch of 
his affaires, that he might the ſwner enioy the ſight of his deſt⸗ 
red Label : fog did hee ſæ any woman beautifull, he viewed her 
with a ſigh. thinking how far his wife did ſurpaſſe her in crccl- 
lence ; were the modeſty of any woman wel noted by her quali⸗ 
ties, it griened him he was not at home with his Iſabel: who 
did excell them all in vertues. 

Thus he conſtrued al ta her pectedion, hauing no vacant time 
neither d2ypno2 night wherein hee did not ruminate on the per⸗ 
feaion of Iſabel. As thus his thoughts were diuided on his buſi 
neſſe, and on his wife, loking one day cut at his Chamber 
windowe, hee eſpieda young Gentle woman Which looked out 
at a caſement right oppoſite againſt his pzoſpect, who fired her 
eyes vpon him with ſuch cunning and-artificiall-glaunces, as 
the hewey ig them a chaſt dildaine, and pet a modeſt deſire.

dub ahr the way Gentlemen) let me ſay thus much, that our 
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Conrtizans of Troynouanr, are far ſuperidur in artificiall allu⸗ 
rement to them of all the woꝛlde, foʒ although they haue not the 
painting of Italie, noz the charmes of France, noʒ the ie wels of 
Spayne, yet they haue in theyꝛ eyes Adamants that will dzawe 
veuth as the Jet the Frawe,o2 þ ſight of the Panther the Erm⸗ 
ly: their lokes ars lie lures that will reclaime, and like Cyr- 
ces apparitions, that can repzeſent in them all motions : they 
containe modefty, mirth, chaſtity, wantonnes, and what net, 
and ſhe þ holdeth in her eye moſt cinility, hath oft in her heart 
moſt diſhoneftte, being like the pyꝛit ſtone, that is, fire withont, 
and froft within. Such a one was this merry minion, whole ho- 
neſtie was as choice as Venus chaſtitp, being as faire as Hele- 
na, and as faithleſle, as well featured as Creſsida, and as crafty; 
hauing an epefoz euer paſſenger, a ſigh foz every louer, a ſmile 
fo2 euer one that vaild his vonnet: and becauſe ſhee loned the 
game well, a quiuer foz tuery Wodmans arrow. This courti- 
zan ſteing this countrep Franceſco was ns other but a mere 
nontce, and that ſonewly, that to vſe the olde pzonerbe, he had 
ſcarce ſ&enefthe Lions.

Franceſco hauing thus in a poeticall humour pleaſed his fan, 
tie, when his leiſure ſerued him woulde to make p2ofe cf his 
tonſtancie interchange amoꝛous glances with this faire Cur⸗ 
tizan, whoſe name was Infida, thinking his inward affections 
were ſo ſurely grounded on the vertues of his Iſabel, that no ex⸗ 
terioz pzopoztion could cffect any paſſien to the contrary : but at 
laſt he found by experience, that the faircſt bloſſoms, are ſoneſt 
nipt with froff , the beſt fruite ſoneff touched with Caterpil- 
lers, and the ripeſt wits moſt apt to bee guerthzowne by loue. 
Infida taught him with her lokes to learne this, that the cye of 
the Baſiliſke pierteth with pzetudice: that the iuyce of Cclido⸗ 
nie is wart, but it fretteth deadlie: that Circes cuppes were to 
frong fo all antidotes, and womens flatterics to foꝛc cable to 
reſiſt at voluntarie: fo2 ſhe ſo ſnared him in her perfection, inſo⸗ 
much that he thought her ſecond to Iſabel if not ſupericur, Dal- 
lying thus with beautie as the flie in the lame ; Venus willing 
to ſhew how fo2ceable her influence was, ſo tempꝛed with op- 
pozkunitic,that as Franceſca walked abzoad to take the apꝛe, he 
met with Infida gadding abꝛoad with certain her companions, 
who luke blazing Starres ſhewed the mraks of inconſtant mi- 
nions, foꝛ ſheno ſoner dꝛewe necre Franceſco, but dying her 
face with a Uermillion bluſh, and in a wanton cye hiding a 
fained modeſty, ſhe ſaluted him with a lowe courteſle. Scgnipr 
Franceſco that could well ſ kill to court all kind cf degrees, leaſt 
bs might then be thought to haue little manners, returned, not 
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onelyher courteſies with his bonnet, but taking Infida by the 
hand began thus, Faire Pilkres, and if mine eye be not decei⸗ 
ued in ſo bꝛight an obied, mine ouerthwart neighbeur, hauing 
often (ene with delight, and coneted with deſire to be acguain⸗ 
ted with your ſweet ſelfe: J cannot now but gratulate foztane 
with many thankes, that hath offered ſuch fit oppoztunity to 
bzing me to your pꝛeſence, hoping I ſhall finde you ſo friendly, 
as tocraue that we may be moze familiar.She that knew how 
to entertaine ſuch a young Nonice, made him this cunning re⸗ 
ply, In dede ſir, neighbourhode craues charity, andſuch af- 
fable Gentlemen as pour ſelfe deſerucs rather to be entertai⸗ 
ned with courteſte than reiected with diſdaine , Therefoze ſir, 
what pꝛiuate friendHippe mine honour 0; honeſty may affw2d, 
pou aboue all (that hitherto J haue knowne) ſhall commaund, 
Then Piſtres (quoth he) fo2 that euerꝝ man counts it credite 
to haue a patroneſſe of his foztunes, and q am a mere ranger 
in this Citty: let me finde ſuch fauour,that all my actions may 
be ſhꝛowocd vnder your excellence, and carry the name of pour 
Heruant, ready foz requitall of ſuch gracious countenance, to 
vnſheath my ſwoꝛd in the defence of my Patroneſſe fo2 euer. 
Shs that had her hmnour fitted with this motion, aunſwered 
thus, with a loode that had bene able to haue foꝛced Troylus 
to haue bene trothleſſe to his Creſſida: How kindly J take it 
Signior Franceſco, fo2 ſo J vaderſtande pour name, that you 
pzoffer pour ſernice to fo meane a Hiltres, the cffecuall fas 
uours that ſhal to my poꝛe ability gratiſie your courteſie, ſhall 
manifeſt how J account ef ſuch a friend. Therfoze from hence- 
fo:th Infida entertaines Franceſco foz her ſeruant: and 3(quoth 
he) accept ofthe beautious Infida as my Piſtres. Upon this 
they fell into other amozous pꝛattle which J leaue cf, and wal⸗ 
ked abꝛoade while it was dinner time. Franceſco ſtil hauing vis 
eve vpon his new Piſtres, whoſe beauties he thought, if they 
were equally tempered with vertues, to excude all that yet his 
eye had made ſaruey of. Doating thus on this new face with a 
new fancy, he often weng her by the hand, and bzake off his 
ſentences, with ſuch depe ſighs, that lye yercetned by the wea- 
her-cocke where the wind blew : returning ſuch amozous paſ⸗ 


ſions, as ſhe ſemev as much entangled,as he was enamoured,

Infida taping away her Lufe after fell to other pꝛattle. But 
becauſe it grew late in the afterrione, Franceſco that was cal- 
led away by his vꝛgent affaires, toe his leaue: whercat Infi- 
da ſemed very melancholy, which made our poung Scholler 
halfe mad, yet with a ſolemne conge departing, he went about 
his buſines: whereas our cunning Curtizan, ſeeing her nouice 
gone, began to ſmile, and ſayd to her companions, that ſhe hay 
made a god market that had taught ſuch a tame feli. alas paze 
young Gentleman (quoth ſhe) he is like to the leanes in Ægipt, 
that as they ſpztng without raine, lo they burne at the ſight of 
the fire; oz tothe @wallowes, that thinke every @un-ſhine a 
Sommers dap. Ye was neuer long wapter in Venus Court, 
that counts every ſmile a faucar,  cuerylaughto be true loue:

Ode hauing finithed her letters, conuaied the ſpedily to Troy- 

nouant, where they were deliuered to Franceſco, who retea⸗ 
ning them with a bluſh, went into his ſtudy, e there vnript the 
ſcales with a ſigh , perceauing by the contents that Iſabel hab 
an inkling of his vnkind Loues, which dzane him into a great 
quandary, that depely entring into the inſight of his laſciuious 
life,he began to feele aremoꝛſe in his conſcience,how greuoully 
he had offended her, that had ſofaithfully loued him, Db,quoth 
be, Mall J be ſoingrate as to quittance affection with frande: 
Do vnkind as to weigh downe loue with diſcourteſie, to gius 


her a werde that pzeſents me a flower, and to beat her with nets

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tles, that perfumes mee with Roſes : conſider with thy ſelfs 
Franceſco,how de&ply thou doll ſin, Firſt thou offendeſt thy Ood 
in choſing ſo wanton a Gaddeſſe ; then, thou dot w2ong 
wife, in pzeferring an inconſtant Curtizan befaze ſo fauhtull 
;Paramoure : vet Franceſco, thy Barueſt is in the grafe, ther 
- maylt ſtop at the bꝛim, betanſe thou haſt neuer touched the bets, 

tome. What : men may fall, but to wallow in wickednes is a 
double fault. @herfoze recall thy ſelfe, reclaime thy affedions: 
Js not thine I ſabel as faire? Oh, if hee be not, yet is ſhe moze 
vertuous. Is not / ſabel ſo witty as /nfida 2 Dh, but ſhe is moze 
conſtant, and then art thou ſo mad, to pꝛefer dꝛoſſe befoze gold, 
a common flint befoze a choice Diamond, vice befoze vertue, fa⸗ 
ding beauty befoze the excellent inward qualities: No, ſhake 
off theſe follies, and ſap both in mouth and in hart none like / a- 
bel: This he ſaid by himſelfe, but when hee went foꝛth of his 
chamber, and cſpied his iſtres loking out at her window all 
this gerre changed, and the caſe was altered: ſhe cald, and in he 
muſt, and there in a ieſt ſcoft at his wines letters taking his n· 
fida in his armes, and ſaying, 4 will not leaue this Troy foz the 
chaſteſt Penelope in the woꝛld. 

Thus he (othed himſelfe in the ſwietnes of his ſinne, reſem⸗ 
bling the Leopards that fee on Parioꝛam while they die, oz 
the people Hyperborei, that ſit ſo long 4 gaze againſt the Sun 
till they become blind: ſo he doated on the perfection of /nfida, 
till it grew to his vttet pꝛeiudice: foznoreaſon could diuert him 
froin his damned intent, ſo had hee dꝛewned himſelfe in the de⸗ 
grees of luſt : inſomuch that he counted it no ſin to offend with 
ſo faire a Saint: alluding to the ſaying of the holy Father ;

Thus did theſe two continue in the Simpathy of theſe fins, 
while poꝛe /abel reſted her at home content in this, that at laſt 
he would be reclaimed,and till then ſhe would vſe patiente, ſa⸗ 
ing Nunquar ſera eſt ad bonos mores via. Wallowing thus in the 
folds of their own follies, Foztune that meant to experience the 
fo2ce of loue,dealt thus conceitcdly. After theſe two Louers had 
by the ſpace o thꝛe yeres ſccurclylumbzcd in the ſwatnes of 
their pleaſures,and dꝛunk with the ſurfet of contcut,thought no 
ofLer heauen but their own ſuppoſed happincs: as eucry ſtozme 
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bath his calme, and the greateſt ping /tide the deadeſt ebbe, 

fared it with Franceſco: ft ſo long went the pot to the water, 

at laſt it came bzoken home, and ſu long put he his hand in» 

| to his purſe,that at laſt the empty bottome returned him a wait 

of Non eſt inuentus : foy well might the deuill dance there, fo; es 
uer a croſte to kepe him backe. 

Mell, this Louer faller of paſſions than of pente, began ( whẽ 
he entred into the conſideration of his owne eſtate) to mourne 
ofthe chine, and to hang the lip as one that foz want of founding 

had ſtrok himſelfe vpon the Sands: pet he conercd his inward 
ſozrow with outward ſmiles, and like /anus pꝛeſented his Pi- 
ſtres with a merry loke, when the other ſide of his viſage was 
full of fozrowes . But ſhe that was as god as a touch⸗ſtone to 
try mettals, could ſtraight ſpy by the laſt where the ſhooe wein⸗ 
| ged him: x ſeeing her Franccſco-was-almoſt foundzed, thought 
toſ& if aſkilfull Farriar might mend him: it not, like an vn⸗ 
thankfull Yackney man ſhee meant toturne him into the bare 


Leas, and ſet him as a tired Jade to pick a Wallet. 


Upon which determination, that che might doo nothing raſh⸗ 
ly,he made enquiry into his elfate, what Liuings he had, what 
Lands to ſel, how they were either tied by Statute, oz Intaild⸗ 
At laſt, thꝛough her ſecret and ſabtite inquiſition, ſhe found that 
2 his cozne was on the floze,that his ſhepe were clipt and the 
woll ſold: to be ſhozt, that what he had by his wife could nei⸗ 
ther be ſold noz moꝛgaged, and what bee had of his owne was 
ſpent vpon her, that nothing was left foz him to liue vpon but 
his wits, This news was ſuch a coling card to this Curtiʒan, 
that the extreame heate of her loue was already growne to be 
luke warme: which Franceſco might eaſily perteiue, foz at his 
art iuall, his welcome was moze ſtrange, her loks moze cop, his 
fare moꝛe llender, her glances lefſe amoꝛous: and ſhe ſeemed to 
be /nfida in p2opoztion, but not in wonted paſſions, 

This vncouth diſdain made Franceſco maruell, who pet had 
not entred into her deceits, noz (being fimply of himſelf:) had 
euer pet experienſt a trumpets ſubtilty, he imputed therefoze 
his milirefſes copneſſe to the diſtemperature of her body, and 
thought that being not well,it was no wonder though the gaue 


Jn the leſſe welcome, 
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Thus poꝛe nouice did he conſter enery thing to the beſt, vntil 
Time pꝛeſented him with the trueth ofthe wozſt : foz in ſhozt 
time, his Yoſtes calldfoz money, his creditdurs:thzcatned him 
with an arreſt, his cloathes wart thꝛed barc, and there was no 
mate copne in the Pint to amend them. Where vpon a dap, ſit⸗ 
ting in a great dump by his Infida, who was as ſolemne as he 
was ſozrowfull, he barftfoozth into theſe ſpec hes. 

J baue read{ſwet Loae)in the Aphsziſmes of Philoſophers, 
that heate ſuppꝛeſſed is moze violent, the ſtreame ſtopt makes 
the greater Deluge, and paſſians concealcd,p2ocure the deper 
ſozrowes. Then if Contr ar:or wn contraria eſt ratio, there is no⸗ 
thing better than a boſome friend with whom to conferre vpon 
the injury of Fo2tune, Finding my ſelfe (mp Inſida full of Pa- 
themas. as King to the quicke, inuenomed with the Tarantula of 
heart ſick tozments, J think no medicine fitter foz my malady, 
than to be cured by the muſicall harmony of thy friendly coun⸗ 
Gaile.know then Infida that Troynouant is a place of great ex⸗ 
pence,like the ſerpent Hidaſpis,that the moze it ſucks,the moze 
it is a thirſt, eating men aliue as the Crocodile, and beeing a 
place of as dangerous allurement, as the ſeat where the Syrcns 
fit and chaunt their pzetudiciall melody. t is to young Gentle- 
men, like the Labozinth,whercout Theſeus could not get with- 
out a thaced, but here be ſuch monſtrous Pinotaurs as firſt 
deuoure the thꝛerd, t then the perſon, The Jnnes are like Yot- 

| / houſes, which by little and little ſweat a man into a cenſumpti⸗ 
on: the Yoſt he rarries a pint of wine in the one hand, to wel- 
come, but'aponiard in the other to ſtab, and the Hoſtes ſhe hath 
ſmiles in her farehend, and pꝛouides god meate foz her gueſts, 
but the ſance is coſtly, fo2 it farre exceedes the cates .

charges by any ſiniſter meanes to ſalue his ſozrowes: the cars 
ol his parents t of his owne honoꝛ perſwaded him from making 
gaine by labour: he had neuer been bzought vp to any mechani⸗ 
call courſe of life. Thus euerꝝ wap deſtitute of meanes to line hg 
fight ont this old ſaide ſawe, Miſerrimum oft fuiſſe beatum: yet at 
laſt, as cxtreamities ſearch very farre, he called to mind that ha 
was a ſcholler,andthat although in theſe daycs Arte wanted hoy 
noꝛ, and learning lackt his due, yet god letters were not bzought 
to ſo lowe an ebbe, but that there might ſome pꝛolit ariſe by them 
to p;ocure his maintenance. Jn this humour he fell in among 
a company o Platcrs,wha perſwaded him fo try his wit in wzb 
ting of Come dies, Tragedies, oꝛ Paſtozals, and if hee could per- 
fozme any thing worth the ſtage, the they would largely reward 
him foz his paines. Franceſ. glad ofthis motion, ſæ ing a meanes 
to mitigate the extremitie of his want thought it no diſhonoz to 
make gaine of his wit, oꝛ to get p2ofit by his pen: and thercfoze 
getting him home to his chamber wzit a Comedie , which ſo ge⸗ 
nerally pleaſed all the audience, that happy were thoſe Acozs in 
thozt time that could get any of his wozkeg,he grew ſo cxquiſitg 
in that facultie. By this meanes his want was releued, his cra⸗ 
dit in his hoſts, houſe recouercd, his apparell in greater baauerie 
then was, and his purſe well lined with Crownes. | 
At this diſcourſe of Eranceſco, the Gentleman toke his gueſt 
by the hand and bꝛoke off his tale thus. Now gentle Palmer, ſa⸗ 
ing we are fallen by courſe of pꝛattle to parlie of Playes, if with 
out offence do me that fauour to ſhewe me pour iudgement of 
Playes,Playmakers c Players. Although (quoth the Palmer) 
that ſome foz being to lauiſh againT that facultie, haue foz their 
ſatirical iaueciues been wel canuaſcd, yet ſæing here is none but 
cur ſelucs,and that J hope what you heare (hall be troden vnder 
fote,J wil flatlie ſay what J can both ggen by reading and cxpe⸗ 
rience. The invention of Comedies were firſt foundamengſt the” 
Greekes, and pꝛactiſed at Athens: ſome thinks by Menander, 
whom Terence ſo highly commends in his Heautonti morume- 
non. The reaſon was, that vnder the couert ofſuch pleaſant and 
Comicall engnts, they aymed at the ouerthzowe of many vani⸗ 
ties that then ratgned in the Cittie: fog therein they painted 7

in the perſons the courſe of the wozld, how either it was gracey 


with henoꝛ, oz diſtredited with vices: There might you ſe lcaeld 


out the vaine life that boaſting Thraſes vſe,ſmothed vp with the 
felfe conceit of thepz owne excellence, the miſerable eſtate cf co» 
uetous parents, that rather let their ſons taſt of any milfoztunes, 
than to relieue them with p ſuperfluity of their wealth: the pour⸗ 
traiture of par aſiticall friends, which (oth pong Gentlemen lub⸗ 
tilly in they2 follies, as long as they map: Ex corum /ullo diucre 
was ſet out in liuely colours. In thoſe Comedies the abuſe of 
Bades that made ſale of honeſt virgins, and liued by the ſpople 
of womens hono2s, was deeply diſcouered. To be ſhozt, Lechery, 
Coaetouſnefge,P2ide,ſelfe-lone,diſobedience of parents, and ſuch 
vices pzedominant both in age and pouth were ſhot at, not onely 
with examples + inſtances to fzede the eye , but with golden ſens 


tences of mozrall wozks to pleaſe the eare. Thus did Menander 


win honoz in Greece with his wozks, and reclaime both old and 
poung foz their vanities by the pleaſant effects of his Comedies; 
After him this facultie grew to be famons in Rome, pꝛadiſed by 
Plautus, Lerence, and other that excelled in this qualitie, all ap⸗ 
ming as Menander did in all their wozks to ſuppzefſe vice & ad- 
vance vertue. Nowe ſo highly were Comedies eftemed in thoſe 
dayes, p men of great hono2 i graue account were the Actozs,the 
Dcnate and the Conſals continuallie pꝛeſent, as auditozs at all 
ſuch (pozts,rewarding the Authoz with rich rewards, accozzurg 
to the excellencie of the Comedte. Thus continued this facultie 
kamaus, till couetouſneſſe crept into the qualitie, and that meane 
men greedy of gaines did fall to pꝛactiſe the acting of ſuch plapes, 
and in the Theater pꝛeſented they2z Comedies but fo ſuch onelis 
as rewarded them well foz their paines: when thus Comedians 
grew to be mercinaries,then men of account left to pzactiſe ſuch 
paſtimes, and diſdained to haue their hono2s blemiſht with the 
faine of ſuch baſe vile gaines: inſomuch that both Comedies 
and Tragedies grewe to leſſe account in Rome, in that the free 
fight of ſuch ſpozts was taken away by conetous deſires : yet the 
people (who are delighted with ſuch nouelties c paſtimes) made 
great refozt,paidlargely,and highly applauded their doings, in 
ſo much that the Actozs by continuall vſe grewe not onely cxcel⸗ 
lent, but rich and inſolent, Among whom in the daics of Tully 
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one Roſcius grews to be of ſach exquiſit perfection in the faculty, 
that der offered to contende with the P2atozarf that time in ge⸗ 
Kure,as they did in elequente: boaſting that he coulde cxpzeſſe a 
paſſion in as many ſund2y actions, as Tully could diſcourſe it in 
varietie of phzaſcs : yea ſo pzoude he grew by the daily applanſe 
of people, that he loked fo2 honour and reuerence to bes done him 
in the ſtreetes: which ſelte conceite when Tully entred into with 


a pearcing inſight, he quipt at this manner,

It chanced that Roſcius and he met at dinner, both gueſts vn- 
fo Archias the Poet, where the pꝛoude ComcLian dared to make 
comparifon with Tully : which inſolence made the learned Dza- 
to2 to grow into theſe termes: why Roſcius art thou pzoud with 
Eſops Crow , becing pꝛana with the glezy of others feathers : of 
thy ſelfe thou canſt ſay nothing, and if p Cobler hath taught the 


{ho ſay, Aue Cæſar, dilda ine not thy tutoz, b:canſe thonpzatcft in a 
- Kings chamber: what ſentcuce thou vitereſt en the ſtage, flowes 


from the ſenſure of our wittes , and what ſentence oꝛ conceit of 


the inuention the people applaud foz excellent, that comes frem 


the ſecrets of sur knowledge. J grant pour action, though it be a 
kind of mechanicall labour, vet well done tis woozthy of pꝛapſe: 
but you wozthtefe, if foz ſo (mall a toy you ware pꝛoud. At thys 
Roſcius wart red, arid bewꝛaped his imperfection with ſilence: 
but this check of Tully, could not kepe others from the blemith 
of that fault;foz it grew to a generall vice among the Acozs, to 
extell in pꝛide as they did exceed in excellencie,q to bꝛaue it in the | 
ſtreets, as they bʒag it on the ſtage: ſo that thep reueld it in Rome 
inſuchcoſtlyroabes, that they ſ@medrather men of great patri⸗ 
monie, then ſuch as liued by the fauour of the people. Which Pu- 
blius Serwhus very well noted,foz hee being the ſonne of a Mena ⸗ 
tour, and a man very valiant, met on a day with a Player in the 
firets richly apparrelled, who ſo farre fozgate himſelfe , that ha 
toke the wall of the young noble man , which Scruilius taking 
in dildain, countercheckt with this frump : y friend (quoth he) | 
de not ſo baag oftby ſilken roabes, fo J ſaw them but yeſterday | 
make a great ſhewin a bzokers ſhop . At this the one was aſha⸗ 
med, and the other ſmild, ard they which heard thequip, laught 
at the folly ofthe one and the wit of the other. Thus ir haue you 
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of vanittes, neceſarꝝ in a common wealth, as 


fo; the 


ſuppzefſing 
ung as they are vſsd in their right kind, the play makers wozthy 


of honour foz their Art: and players, men deſeruing both pꝛapſe 
and p2ofite, as long as they wax neither couetous no} inſolent. J 
hane cauſed you fir (quoth the gentleman)tomake a large digreſ- 
ſon, but pou haue reſolned me in a matter that J long doubted of; 
and therefoze I pzay yon againe to Franceſco. Why then thus 
quoth the Palmer: after he grew excellent foz making of Come- 
dies, he wart not onely baue, bat fall of Crownes : which Infida 
hearing of, e hauing intelligence what coarſe of life he did take, 
thought to caſt fo;th her lure to exclaime him, though by her vn- 
kindnes he was pzaued haggard: foz ſhe thought that Franceſco, 
was ſuch a tame fole that he would de bought to ſtrike at any 
ſale,decking her ſelfe therefoze as ge2giouſty as ſhe could, pain⸗ 
ting her face with the choyce of all her dzugs, the walked abꝛoad 
whers the thought Franceſco,vſed to take the ayze Loue and F03- 
tune ioyning in league ſo fauoured her, that accozding to her de- 
fire ſhe met him. At which encounter J geffe,moze fo; ſhame then 
lone the bluſht ; and fildher countenance with ſach repentant re- 
mozſe (pet hauing her lokes full of amozous glaunces) that ſhe 
ſ#med like Venus, reconciling her ſelfe to froward Mars. The

A deadly as the Baſiliſke : that had he not had about him Moly 
as Vliſles, he had bene inchaunted by the charmes of that wily 


| Circes: but the abuſe ſo fuck in his Fomack that ſhe had pꝛoferd 


him in his extreamity, that he returned all her glaunces with a 
frowne, and ſo parted, Infida was not amated with his angry 
mode, as one that thought loues furnace of foꝛce to heat the col⸗ 
deft Amatiſt, and the ſweet woꝛds of a woman as able to dzaw on 
delire, as the Syrens melody the paſſengers . What (quoth the) 
though foz a while he be cholerick, Beauty is able to quench the 
flame, as it ſets harts on fire: as Helens faults angred Paris, ſo her 
fanours pleaſed Paris: though ſhe were falſe to Menalus, pet her 


faire made him bzoke her follies : Women are pꝛiuiledged to 


haue their wozds and their wils,x+ whom they kill withafrowne 
they. cau reuiue with a (nile. Tuſh Franceſco is not froward, but 
de may be wone, hee is no Saturnift to beare anger long, he is

readthe fozmer tontents: whit h when he had thꝛoughly peruſed, 
de found him ſelfe perplexed: foʒ the cunning of her flattery made 
thopaze man paſſtonate. Jn ſo much that ſitting downe with the 
letter in his hand: he began thus to meditate with himſelf, TUby 
daſithou- voarhſafe Franceſco to loke on her letters that is ſo 


lend, to view her lines that are powdzed with flattery, to heare

fre ol luſt crept into his epes and ſo enflamed his hart, that with 
adiſozdinate deſire he began to affect her: but the renowne of her 
chaffity was ſuch,that it almoſt quatted thoſe ſparks that heated 
him on ta ſuch lawleſſe affection, But yet when he called to mind 
that want was a great ſtumbling blocke, and ſawe the neceCity 
that Label was in, by the abſence of Franceſco, he thought golde 
would be a ready meanes to gaine a womans god wil, and ther- 
ſyzediſpaired not ol obtayning his purpoſe. After that this Signor 
Bernardo had wel noted the exquiſite perfection of her body, and 
how ſhe was ado2ned with moſt ſpectall gifts of nature, he was 
— with the fetters of laſcinions concupiſcence, as reaſon 
couldnobredzefſe what luſt had ingrafted: his aged pearcs pals 
ded unto vanity, ſo he turned away his mind from God, and durſt 
nut lift vp his epcs vnto heauen, leaſt it ſhould be a witnes of his 
wickednes,oz a coꝛaſiue to his guilty conſcience: fo: the remem⸗ 
bzance of God is a terrour to the vnrighteous, and the ſight of his 
creatures1s a ing to the minde of the repzobate . Be therefoze 
feling his deuiliſh heart to be perple red with ſuch hellich paſſi- 
ons, carclefly caſt off the feare of God from befoze her eyes, net- 
ther remembꝛing that he was an eſocr io giue god connſaile,noz. 
q Judge in the Citty to miniſter right: his hoary haires could not 
bale him from finne, noꝛ his calling conuert him from filthmes, 
but he greꝛdily dꝛunk vp the dꝛegs of vnrighteouſnes, and carcs 
fally buſted his bꝛaines to oppꝛeſſe the ſtmple : and to obtaine his 
purpoſe layde his plot thus. Being the chiefe Bour gomaiſter in 
all the T ttp, hee determined to make a pꝛiup ſearch fo: ſome ſui⸗ 
pedted perſon: and being maiſter ot the watch him ſelfe, to goe bp 
into her chamber, and there to diſconer the depth ol his deſire. ſo 
he thought to ioyne loue and oppoꝛtunitp in one vnion, and with 
dis office and his age to wipe out all ſuſpition. Age is a crowne 


/ofglozp when it is adoꝛned with r1ghtcouſnes, but the dꝛegges of 
/ honour when it is mingled with miſchicfe ; foꝛ hon oꝛable age 


Get not in ths tearme of xeares, noꝛ is not meaſured by the 
dats 
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date of a mans dajes,but godly wiſedom is the gray haire,andan 
vndefiled life is the old age. The Yerbgrace the older it is, the 
rancker ſmell it hath: the Sea-ſtar is moſt black bæing old, the 
Eagle the moze yeres,the moꝛe ttoed is her bill: and the grea⸗ 
ter age in wicked men, the moze vnrighteouſnefſe : weich thys 
Signor Bernardo tried true: foꝛ deſire made him hate delay, and 
therefoze-within two oz thꝛe nights, picking out a watch aun⸗ 
ſwerable to his wiſh, he himſclfe (as if it had bern ſome matter of 
great impozt) went abꝛoade and to collour his folly with the bit- 
ger ſhadow, he ſearched diners houſes, at laſt came tothe place 
where label lap, charging the holt to riſe and to ſhe we him her 
chamber, fa (quoth he) I muſt confer with ber — 
faircs. The god man of the houſe obeyed willingly, as one 
held Bernardo in great ienerence, and bzought him t the watch 
to the Chamber dwze. Bernardo faking a candle in his hand, bad 
them all depart till he had talked with the Gentte woman, which 
they did, and he entring in ſhutting the doze, foonde her faſt on 
ſleepe, which ſight dꝛaue the old Lecher info a maze : fozthere (x- 
ing nature in her pꝛide, luſt inueagled him the moze that her ſate 
on the bedſive a great while vie wing ol her beauty: at laſt ſtart⸗ 
ing vp, hee awakt her out of a ſweet lumber, Iſabel ſwking vp, 
and ſing one of the Burgomaſters in the chamber, (oz Ber- 
nardo was knowne foz his grauity + wealth of euer one in the 
Cittte) thee was amazed: yet gathering her wits together, ray- 
ſing her vp on her pillow, ſhe did hun all the dutifull reuerenee 
ſhe might, wondzing what winde ſhculd dziue him into place; 
at laſt the old churle began to aſſaile her thus, 


Bernardos diſcourſe to Iſabel. 
Benet amazed (faire Gentie woman) to ſæ me thus ſuddainly 
and ſecretly arriued, neyther let my pꝛeſence appale pour ſen⸗ 
ces: foz J come not cruelly as a ſoe, but curteoufly as a friende 
if nry comming ſeeme ſtrange, the cauſe is as ſtraight, and whers 
netellitie foꝛceth, there it is hard to ſtriue againft the ſtreame, ha 
that ſeeketh to way againſt his owne will, oftentimes kicketß a ⸗ 
gainſt the pꝛick: and he that Erineth to withſtand loue, hoppeth 
againſt the hill. Theſe things confidered (Piſtreſſe Iſabel,) 
offend in beeing tw bold, your beauty ſhal beare the blame 
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onely cauſe ofthis enterpꝛiſe: fo2 to omit all circumffances and 
to tome ts the matter, ſo it is, that ſince firſt mine eve fed of your 
(wat fauour, A haue biene ſo perplexed with the paſſions of loue, 
and haue ben ſo deeply dzowned in the deſtre of yeur perſon, that 
there is no tozment (o terrible, no paine ſo pinching , no woe ſo 
grieuous, as the griefe that hath gripedme ſince J burnt in lcue 
of your ſweet ſelfe : ith therefoze my liking is ſuch, let my liking 
be repaide againe with lone: let my firme fantie be requite d with 
mutuall affection,and in lieu of my god will conſent vnto mee + 
be my Paramour. Chat ſin which is ſecretly committed is halfe 
pardoned: thee liueth chaſtly eneugh that lineth charily, The 
chamber doe is ſhut,noman either can detect vs of any crime oz 
dare ſuſped vs of any folly, The credit which J carry in che Cit- 
tie hall be ſafficient to ſhzowde vou from ſhame : my office ſyall 
be able to defend you from miſtruſt, and my gray haires a pumice 
tone to race out all ſuſpition, and by this ſmall offence ( /ſabel ) 
thou ſhalt both content mee, and purchaſe to thy ſelfe ſuch a duti⸗ 
fulfriend,as in all ſeruice thou maiſt command, not onely readis 
to countenance the with his credite, but fo furniſh al thy wants 
with his coyne: foz what treaſure and gold J hane ſhall be thing 
to ve. Jabel hearing this ſubtile ſerpent to bzeathe ont ſuch wilie 


. reaſons, wondzed to ſe a man of his calling ſo blinded with the 


bale oflaſcinious luſt, as to blaſpheme fo diueliſhlp againſt hys 
owne conſcience, inſomuch that fo2 a god ſpace thee ſate aſtoni⸗ 
thed,vncill at laſt gathering her wits together, ſhe burſt fo;thin- 
to thele ſpec hes. 
Ifabels reply to Bernardo. 

2s a ſaying (Signor Bernardo) both olde and krue, that who ſo

the next mozrow,as ſoone as the day bꝛake, ſhe cald foz pen any 
incke, and wzote this mournfull Sonnet.

+ was ſpzrad abzoad thzoughout all Cacrbanck, euerꝝ man began 


ſundzy coniectares as affection led them: her friends ſozrowing 
ſuſpected the cankred minde of the 1Burgomaſeer : yet foz his cal- 
ling durſt not diſconer their ſaſpition: her foes laughing (aid, that 
diſembled holinefe was a double ſinne, that the holieſt counte⸗ 


" naunce hath not alwayes the honeſteſt conſcience : both friende 
and foe notwithſtanding wondzing at the ſtrange chance, ſæing 


her outward actions did manifeſt ſo many vertues. Mell to bes 
bziefe, Signor Bernardo aſſembled the other Burgomaſters of 
the towne into the common Yall,ſent foz Iſabel thether,at whoſe 
comming (as the nature of man is defirous of noueities) a great 
pzeaſe of people was pzeſent,ts heare the matter thzoughly can- 
naſed: WWhen Iſabel was thus bzought befoze the barre, Signor 
Bernardo (whe had ſubozneda young man in the Cittie, ſolemn⸗ 
ly to depoſe that hee had lien with Iſabel,) beganne his inuediue 
thus.

he hath ſlandꝛed me witha crime wherof J was neuer guiltie, 
hee hath pꝛoducep this peunge man by a ſiniſter ſuboznationt 
periure himſelfeta a fault whereas not ſo much as in thought 
comitted ſuch a fact : he hath toſatiſ-fie his malicious mind with 
ont cauſe deniſed this falſe crime, Jconfeſſe O Lo2dto be a mob 
grieuous offender,and to deſerue far greater puniſhment, but na 
fo: this dad, Heare then O Loꝛd my pꝛaper, and let the inocentt 
cf my caſe pleade befoze thy diuine maieſtie: 1f it be thy will pee 
uent pꝛadiſes, confound his counſels and let him which hath du⸗

ged the pit fo2 others, fall into the ſnare himſelfe. Chou hatt nes 
ner as yet O Lozdleft the ſuccourles without help, but haſt deli- 
nered them which feare thee from all aduerſitie : thou diddeſt ſet 
free Ioſeph from the hands of his bzetheren which ſeught to ſpiil 
his blod,and didſt pꝛeuent the pzaciſes of Saul, intende> againſt 
thy ſeruant Dauid : Elizeus being beſieged within Dotham,was 
not only freed from his foes, but alſo guarded about with a troupe 
of holy Angels: Elias was pꝛeſerued from the crueltie of Iclabel, 
and fed with Rauens. But cheefely in my caſe : howe mightelie 
dioſt thou ſhzowd Suſanna from the trecherie ofthe two Elders, 
in rapſing vp young Daniel to maintaine her tight? Nay who 
hath truſted in thy mertie, which hath come to miſhap: oz who 
hath put his hope in the and hath ſuffered harme . So oh Loꝛd, it 
it be thy will thou canſt diſcloſe the deuile ofthis Signor Bernar- 
do, and bnfold the follies ofthis falſe witnes ; helpe then © lozd, 
fo; in thee is my truſt. 

Lhe people hearing the ſolemne pꝛoteſtations of ſozrowfull 
Iſabel, thought ſhe had ſpoken theſe wozds to excuſe her fault, but 
not that ſhe was quiltlefſe of the fa: giuing moze credite to the 
reuerend age of Bernardo, and the oath of the young man coun- 
tenanſt out by the Burgomaſter: then to the young pteres of a 
ſimple woman, ſuppoſing her ſpeches were moze of cuſtome to 
cloake her follies,then of conſcience tocle&re her of crime : and 
they would haue returned her backe againe vato pꝛiſon, till the 
day aſſigned fo2 her puniſhment. As ſhe was ready to be carri⸗ 
ed away, he which had accuſed //a+e/fart vp as a man lunatick, 
and cryed ont vnto the people thus: J haue ſinned men ef Cagr- 
branck, J haue ſinned : the thought of my pꝛeſent periurie is a 
hel fo my conſcience : foz I haue (wozne falſly againſt the inno- 
tent, and haue conſented to condemne bel without a cauſe,and 
with that he diſcourſt at the barre howe Signor Bernardo had ſus 
bozned him againſt the Gentlewoman , and howe in all his life 
befoze he neuer was in her company. Upon which confeſſion of 
the young man, the Burgomaſters examined the matter moze 
effectually,and found that Je was cleere, chaſte, honeſt, ę ver- 
tuous, and Bernardo was a dofing lecher: whereupon they not 

N onely amerſed him in a great fine, to be payde to //2be/, but put 
him foz euer aſter from bearing any office in the Citty,

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Thus was Ifabcl delinered from her enemies, and reckoney” 
moze famous foz her chaſtitie thzough all Cacrbranck. Thyg 
ſtrange event ſpzead abꝛoade thzough all the Countrep, and ag 
fame flies ſwift q far, ſo at laſt it came to the eares of Franceſco; 
fo; hee ſitting in Troynouant at an ©2dinarie amongſt other 
Gentlemen, heard this foztune of 1{abel repozted at the Table 
fo: ſtrange newes by a Gentleman of Caerbranck, who bzeught 
in Iſabel fo a mirrour of chaſtitie, and added this moꝛe, that ſhes 
was married to a Gentleman of ripe wit, god parentage, and 
well ſkild in the liberall Sciences, but (quoth he) an vntheift: x 
one v hath bern from his wife this ſire ycres. At this all the table 
condemned him as paſſing vnkinde, that coulde wzong ſo vertu 
ous a wife with abſence. Ve was ſilent and blulht , feeling the 
woꝛme of his conſcience to wzing him: 4 with ſuch a harp ſting, 
that aſſone as he got into his chamber, hee feli to meditate with 
himſelfe of the great abuſes he offered his wife, the excellence of 
ber exteriour perfeaion,her beaut ie, vertue, and other rare oꝛna⸗ 
ments ot nature pꝛeſented themſe lues into his thoughts, that hee 
began not onely to be paſſing paſſionate, but deeply penitent,ſo2- 
rowing as much at his fozmer follies , as his hope was to io in

Uſing 
fhas daily the plaines of Thellaly, the @h&pheards delighted at 
the gaze of (o excellent an obiea, held their eyes foztunate when 
they might behold her feature, eſterming him happy that could 
lay his flocks ntereſt vato her folds , Amongll the reſt of all the 
ſwains that fed their thoughts on her fauours,there was one cal- 
led Eurymachus , a young youth that had the pꝛide of his peer es 

pumphing in his countenance, witfy and fall of pleaſant con⸗ 
ceites, and that Foztune might wmpe with loue, and make him 
gracious in ens epes, he was wealthy: fo2 gold is the Ch2t- 
ſocoll of lone; This Eurymachus alwaies.ſoplotted the courſe cf 
his cherpe⸗walke, that de was next neighbour to Mirimida, in ſo 
much that to diſconer his fancy he did her often fanours : foz whe 
any of her Lambs went aſtrap, oz any thing grew amiſſe, then 
Eurymachus was the ſwaine that endeuoured by his labour to rc- 
dzefſc enery loſe. By this meanes he waxed pziuate t᷑ familiar 
with Mirrmida, which was the meanes that w2zought him into 
a pꝛeiudiciall labozinth : foz he did ſo niere accedere ad ignem, that 
he did cl2/cere plus quam [atis : fo as none comes nere the fums 
of the Piſſelden but he waxeth blinde, noz any touch the Dala- 
mander but he is troubled with the paiſte : ſo none could gaze on 
the face of Muimida, but thep went away languiſhing . This 
did pe Eurymachus experience: foz although hee knew loucs 
fires were katal, and did not warme bat ſcoꝛch: pet he loued with 
the bird to flie to the lama thaugh he burnt his wings and fell in

Eurymachus was not alone this enamoured of the ti 
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rimida; hut all the Shepheardes of Theflalic wait Poemes any 
Ditties of her beautie, and were ſuttbas to her fo2 faucur; ſhe like 
Daphne held loue in diſdaine, and vet was courtcons to all in as 
ny other binde of conference. Amongft the reſt, Venus (belike) 
willing ta be pleſant,had wꝛapt ane in y labozinth cf leue called 
Mullidor, a feilowe that was of honeſt parents, but very pagzs, 
and his perſonage was as it had beene caſt in Eſops moulde, hs 
backe like a Lute,and his face like I hirſites, his eyes bꝛoad and 
tawny, his haire harſhe and cur led like a hoꝛſe maine, his lippcs 
were al the largeſt Giſe infolio, able to furniſh a Coblers ſhoppe 
with clowting leather: the only god part that be had to grace his 
viſage was his noſe, and that was conquereur like, as beaked as 
an Gagle: Nature hauing made ſo pꝛopper a ſtripling, thought 
bis inwardqualitics thould not blemtifh bis cutward excellence, 
and therefozc to kep pꝛppoꝝtion, into his great head ſhe put in lit⸗ 
tle wit, that he knew rather Gheepc by the marke then the num 
der. ſoꝛ he was never no god Arithmitician , and pet hee was a 
pꝛoper (choller and well ſe&ne in Ditties. This cuffiing Sheep⸗ 
heard amongſt the reſt, and moze then any of the reſt was eng- 
moured ot Mirimida, ſo that he would cftcn leaue his ſheepe af 
randon to paſſe by the ficldes where ſhe ſate, cnely to feed his exe 
with fanour , Mell, as folcs haue epes, ſo they haue hearts, and 
thoſe oft harbour fond deſires: Lone ſometimes lokes low, ( wil 
fumble on a cottage aſwell as on a pallace : falcs are in cxtre- 
mities not eaſie tobe perſwaded from their bable,and when they 
begin to loue, folly whets them on to reſtles thoughts, So fell if 
out with Mullidor,foz after hee had taſted of the beauty of Miri- 
mida, he grew paſſionate, but with great impaticnce , and wa⸗ 
ted away in the diſpaire of his owne deſires, that he was waren 
pale and wan: which his olde mother cſpying, meruailing to ſa 
her ſonne ſo malcontent,foz ſhe loued him fenderly, and thought 
him the ſwærteſt youth and bzaveſt young man in all T heſlabe. 
Lhe Crowe thinkes her foules the faireſt, and the Ape accounts 
Sf his poung as well featured darlings : ſo Calena, (foz ſo was 
the old womans name) thought Mullidor no leſſe, though hrs 
eares were greater the an aſſe, but held him of a ſwiæt perſenage 
and rare wit.

Jufoztunate Mullidor, and therfoze infoztunate, becauſe 
thou art oner the eares in loue, and with whom : with Mirimi- 
da: whoſe eyes are like to ſparkes of fire, and thine like a pounds 
ofbutter,like tobe melted with her beauty,and toconſume with 
the frying flame of fancie. Ah Malhdor. her face is like to a redde 
and white Daiſie growing in a green meddow , and thou like a 
Ber. hat commeſt and ſuckeſt honie from it, and carieſt it home 
tothe hiue with a heaue and hoe: that is as much to ſay, as with 
head ful of woes, ànd a hart full of ſozrowes and maladies. Be 
ofgodchere, Miimida laughes on the, and thou knoweſt a wo- 
mans ſmile is as gam to a Louer, as a ſunſhine day to a hayma- 
ker : ſhe hewes thee kinde lookes,and caſts many a ſheepes eye 
Ather, which ſignifies that ſhe counts the man wozthy to iumpe 
a match with her: nay moze Mullidor, ſijẽ hathgiuen thee a noſe- 
gay of flowers wherein as a fop gallant foz all the reſt, is ſette in 
Roſemary foz remembzance : Ah Atullidor cheer thy ſelfe,feare 
not:lone and foztune favo2s luſtic lads, cowards are not friendes 
to affection; therfoze venter,fo2 thou haſt. wone her: els had ſhe 
not giuen the this noſegay. And with this remembꝛing himſelfe 
he Cart vp, left off his amozoas paſſions : trudgeth home to hys 
hoaſe : where comming in, olde Calena ſtumbles to ſ& in what 
humoz her ſonne came home: frolick he was, and his cap on the 
one ſide, her aſ kt if ſupper were ready: his mother ſteing his ſto⸗ 
macke was good, thought there was ſome hope of her ſons good 
foztune,and therefsze ſapd, there was a pudding in the pot that is 
almoT enough: but ſonne quoth ſhce what ncwes ? what ſucceſs 
in thy loucs 2 how doth Mirimida like ther? Ah mother qv. Mul- 
lidor, and he ſmiled, how ſhoulde J be vſed,but as one that was 
w2apt in his mothers ſmocke when hee was bozne.
